SUGGESTIONS INVITED

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Vitamins Are 
In Vogue;Let’s 
Get the Facts 


In recent years, the term “vita- 
min” has become a household word. 
To nearly everyone it means vim, 
vigor, vitality, and all that goes with 
good health. What are these vita- 
mins anyhow? What is the story 
back of them? 

The existence of certain uniden- 
tified substances having superior 
nutritive properties was suspected 
long, long ago. As early as 1500 
B.C., Egyptians and Chinese hit on 
the discovery that eating livers 
would improve one’s vision in dim 
light. Today we know that the liver 
supplied vitamin A, recognized as 
a protective food factor for night 
vision. About 1720, Kramer, an Aus- 
trian physician, found that when 
certain fresh foods, such as vege- 
tables and fruits, were added to 
the diet of persons suffering from 
scurvy, this disease was cured. To- 
day we know that these foods sup- 
plied vitamin C. These and other 
instances of earlier times afford an 
interesting background to our pres- 
ent knowledge of vitamins. 


Word Coined 28 Years Ago 


It was only 28 years ago that the 
word “vitamin” was coined. And 
since that time, the nation has be- 
come “vitamin-conscious.”’ Scores of 
scientists are engaged in vitamin 
research. New discoveries are being 
made, and the subject has aroused 
such interest, that the public last 
year spent about $75,000,000 for vi- 
tamin products in drug stores. 

For a long while, vitamins were 
looked upon as something quite mys- 
terious. Today, although there is 
still considerable mystery, a great 
deal is known about them. 


Several Kinds of Vitamins 


We know there are several kinds 
“ae vitamins, and that each has its 


ofn specific function in the body: 
They help children to grow, give 


enduraice and stamina, stimulate 
appetite, build body resistance, and 
have other values. Taken into the 
human body, they act somewhat like 
the ignition spark in an automobile. 

Outstanding among recent dis- 
ecoveries are those of Dr. C. A. El- 
vehjem of the University of Wis- 
consin. He found, in studying the B 
vitamins, that meat is the richest 
source of these important factors.

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ARMY ENLISTMENT POLICY 
IS ANNOUNCED BY 
WAR DEPARTMENT 


The War Department has modi- 
fied its policy governing the ac- 
ceptance of one year enlistments. 
Until such time as the Selective 
Service System begins to provide 
personnel for one year’s training 
with the army, the War Department 
will accept volunteers for one year 
enlistments. These men will be en- 
listed. in the Army of the United 
States and not for a particular arm 
or service. Because of the technical 
training required one year enlistees 
cannot be assigned to the Air Corps, 
the Armored Force or to certain 
technical services. One year enlist- 
ments will not be accepted for for- 
eign service, 

The Army desires as many three- 
year enlistments for Regular Army 
service as possible because of the 
necessity of having a _ continuing 
force of trained and seasoned men 
who can in turn instruct the many 
thousands of young men to be 
trained under the new Selective 
Training and Service Act. 

Experience indicates that a min- 
imum of one year’s training is con- 
sidered essential for a recruit to be- 
come a reasonably seasoned soldier 
who is proficient in the care and use 
of modern weapons and other mil- 
itary equipment. The adoption of 
an unrestricted one-year enlistment 
program with its excessive yearly 
turnover in personnel would tend 
rapidly to deplete the number of 
trained personnel in the Regular 
Army and thus seriously jeopardize 
its ability to carry out its assigned 
missions under the present pro- 
gram. 

When Selective Service becomes 
operative Section 3b of the Ac: pro- 
vides the opportunity to volunteer 
for induction into the land and 
naval forces of the United States 
The War Department emphasized 
the fact that this provision uses 
the word “induction” and not the 
word “enlistment.” It was further 
stated that*4n eligible, under the 
provision, would, after registration 
date, October 16, 1940, be permit- 
ted to volunteer to his local board 
for one year's service. The board 
will take cognizance of this action 
and may, if he is otherwise quali- 
fied, assign the applicant a high 
The applicant does not, 
however, become inducted into the 
service unless he is called under the 
quota for his district.

its efforts to recruit sufficient men 
under the three-year enlistment pol- 
to raise the Regular Army to 
its authorized strength and to main- 
tain it at that strength thereafter 
by the same method.

JUDGES APPROVE PROPOSED 
CHANGE iN APPEALS 
COURT PROCEDURE 


SAN FRANCISCO — Judges of 
California Supreme and Appellate 
courts have formally approved the 
pending constitutional amendment 
to provide a more modern Appellate 
Court procedure, it was revealed by 
Claude Minard, State Bar secre- 
tary. 

Meeting as the appellate section 
of the conference of California 
Judges, the high court jurists con- 
sidered the pending amendment, 
designated as Proposition 7 on the 
November ballot, and voted their 
approval, Minard said. At the same 
time the State Bar official disclosed 
that the judicial council, composed 
of judges representing all state 
courts and headed by Chief Justice 
Phil S. Gibson, had also gone on 
record as favoring the court re- 
form measure. 

Action of the judges was hailed 
as particularly significant by Mi- 
nard by reason of the fact that they 
are best qualified to express an 
opinion on the merits of the mea- 
sure and the need for court reform.
